OPEN SESSION 


1. Minutes of the Previous Meeting (March 8, 1979) 


Mr. Palnick requested that on Page 2, Paragraph 2, Line 4, of the Minutes the word 
"student" be replaced by the words "various members of the University community”. 
This was so agreed and on a motion duly made and seconded, the minutes were adopted 
with this correction. 


2. Committee Reports 


(i) Development Fund Campaign 


Mr. McNaughton reported that the Development Fund Campaign had been 
successfully launched in both Montreal and Toronto. Mr. Duff added that he had 
been most favourably impressed by the Toronto meeting. 


(ii) Nominating Committee 


Mr. Duff reported that this committee had held two meetings and it would meet 
again on April 17th. He thought that the Committee would have its report ready 
in time for the May meeting of the Board. 


3. Correspondence 


The Chairman announced that the Rector had received a letter from Mr. W. D. Small to 
the effect that he was leaving for Ontario and was, therefore, submitting his resignation 
from the Advisory Board. On a motion duly made and seconded, Mr. Small's resignation 
was accepted. The Secretary was asked to write a letter of thanks to him. 


The Chairman mentioned that he thought the Advisory Board list should be reviewed in 
the near future. 


New Business 


(i) Concordia Council of Student Life: Student Services Budget 1979/80 


The Rector introduced this matter, pointing out that this budget recommended by 
the C.C.S.L. was essentially a status quo budget. There was a minimum growth in 
costs, partly due to staff attrition. The minor deficit could easily be covered. A 
Student Service Fee for next year now had to be established and Professor Martin 
would speak to this. 


The Chairman commended the students on the work done in the preparation of 
the budget. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the Board accepted the Student Services 
Budget 1979/80. 


(11) Student Service Fee 


Professor Martin moved the following resolution, which was seconded and 
carried: 


"THAT the student service fee for 1979/80 be set at 15.57 percent of 
tuition fees. This fee will be effective as of May 1, 1979. 


This fee is to be implemented on a per-credit basis as follows: 
(a) For Undergraduate, Qualifying year and Independent Students 
(including those in credit courses offered through Continuing 
Education): 
For a 6-credit course 
For a 3-credit course 
For any other course 


(b) For Graduate and Graduate Independent students: 


for all credits

C.ULS.A. 


Dr. O'Brien presented a progress report on C.U.S.A. After the holding of a 
referendum, four of the five student associations (the exception being the G.S.A.) 
had now agreed on the establishment of one single student association for 
Concordia University. The question had arisen as to whether this new association 
should be separately incorporated or operate within the legal framework of the 
University. The decision had been for incorporation, but considerations of time 
had made this impractical for the time being. 


A draft constitution had been presented to the University and was now being 
looked at by legal advisors. In general, the basic concept was workable, but there 
were some specific matters, which needed to be examined. There might well be a 
specific recommendation to the Board at its May meeting. In the meantime, action 
was proceeding on the assumption that this change would take place. Dr. O'Brien 
considered that the students had done a remarkable piece of work in a relatively 
short time. 


Mr. Palnick enlarged on the Rector's remarks and expressed the hope that legal 
status for C.U.S.A. would soon follow. Mr. Lajoie added that student elections 
had already been held. Mr. James said that the Advisory Board of the P.T.S.A. 
would have some reserve funds, part of which they were considering donating to 
University causes. 


Mr. Duff associated himself with the Rectors remarks in congratulating the 
students on the good work done. He was sure that nothing but good could come of 
the amalgamation. 


Campus Centre Fee 


Board members had already received a document on this matter from Prof. Martin, 
who moved the following resolution, which was seconded and carried: 


"THAT the Board of Governors 

(a) accept the Memorandum of Agreement entered into by Concordia 
University and the Loyola Students' Association of Concordia University 
and Concordia University Part-Time Students' Association Inc., Loyola 


Campus, as outlined; 


and 


(b) approve the charging of a fee of $1.30 per. three-credit course, as outlined 
in the Memorandum from Prof. Martin, dated 3 April 1979, to the Board 
of Governors." 


(v) Increase in Graduation Fee - Graduate Students 


A memorandum on this matter, dated 9 April 1979, had been sent to members of 
the Board of Governors by Prof. Martin. Prof. Martin moved the following 
resolution, which was seconded and carried: 


"THAT 


i. Master's Degree graduation fee, including thesis binding and microfilming, 
be increased from $41.00 to $46.00, effective September Ist, 1979. 


2. The Ph.D. or Doctor of Engineering graduating fee, including thesis binding 
nd microfilming, be increased from $53.00 to $58.00, effective September 
Ist, 1979." 


Any Other Business 


- Smaller Units, such as Colleges 


At the Chairman's request, Provost Wall reported briefly on the excellent progress which 
had been made in developing the three colleges already approved by the Board. The 
membership of these three smaller units was proceeding well and some applications were 
coming from outside the University. A new unit, a Science Honours College, was likely to 
come before the Senate at its next meeting. 


Date, Time and Place of the next Meeting 
The next meeting will be held on May 10, at 6 p.m. on the Loyola Campus. 
The Chairman also referred to a meeting of the Executive Committee to be held at noon on 


May 24th to pass the list of graduates. He would like the next Agenda to carry notice of 
this meeting as well as the dates, times and places of the various Spring Convocations. 


7. Adjournment 


The meeting terminated at 1:40 p.m.
